‘Flying Vet’ ends 22-day 
protest hunger strike 


THE wife of Vale 
Flying Vet Maurice 
Kirk, told The 
GEM this week 
that her husband, 
who had been on a 
lengthy prison 
hunger strike, is 
“now eating nor¬ 
mally.” 

Mrs Kirstie Kirk 
said she had taken food 
to her husband at the 
Caswell Clinic in 
Bridgend on Tuesday 
and reported that he 
was “looking much 
stronger.” 

Mr Kirk (64), who 
has physical health 
problems, had previ¬ 
ously been on a protest 
hunger strike at 
Cardiff Prison. 

Last Friday, he 
appeared in Cardiff 
Crown Court. After 


hearing reports from a 
psychiatrist, Judge 
Christopher Llewellyn 
Jones QC told him: 
“There is reason to sus¬ 
pect you may be suffer¬ 
ing from a mental dis¬ 
order.” 

Mr Kirk was 
remanded to the clinic 
for 28 days assessment 
under the Mental 
Health Act 

He had been remand¬ 
ed in custody at 
Cardiff Prison since 
June 25, to await trial 
on charges of unlawful¬ 
ly possessing a vintage 
World War 1 firearm 
(a 1916 Lewis machine 
gun) and attempting to 
sell it without authori¬ 
ty- 

On June 24, he had 
been released on bail 
by Barry magistrates, 
but the prosecution 
appealed against this at

- seeking bail so that he 
can prepare his case. 

Cardiff Crown Court 
and he was then 
remanded in custody at 
the prison. 

Mr Kirk, whose 
home is at St Donats, 
has chosen to conduct 
his own defence to the 
charges and claims he 
is being persecuted by 
the legal system. 


He had gone on a 
protest hunger strike, 
as he wanted to appear 
personally in court in 
order to apply for bail, 
so that he could pre¬ 
pare his case for the 
hearing scheduled for 
September 1. 

On Monday, Mr 
Kirk telephoned The 
GEM offices from the 
Bridgend clinic to 
reveal that, following a 
visit by his wife, he had 
ended his hunger strike 
on Saturday (not days 
earlier as stated last 
week by a spokesper¬ 
son at the Ministry of 
Justice). 

Mr Kirk also stated 
that he had not realised 
the purpose of Friday’s 
hearing, as he had been 
under the impression 
he was going to Cardiff 
Crown Court to make 
an application for bail. 


Call for Pencoed police to get 
tough over street drinking 


POWERS may be 
given to police in 
Pencoed to ban peo¬ 
ple from drinking 
alcohol on the 
streets. 

The Community 
Safety Partnership has 
asked Bridgend County 
Borough Council 

(BCBC) to bring in a 
Designated Public Places 
Order (DPPO) for the 
town because of prob¬ 
lems with anti-social 
behaviour, disorder and 
crime. 

A DPPO has already 
been introduced into 


Bridgend town centre, 
and initial reports on the 
impact have been posi¬ 
tive. 

The new order would 
cover the entire town of 
Pencoed, because of 
fears about problems 
being displaced from the 
centre to outlying areas. 

Although these orders 
do not amount to a blan¬ 
ket ban on drinking in 
public places, the police 
and other designated 
community officers will 
have the power to confis¬ 
cate alcohol from anyone 
causing a nuisance, and 
to prosecute anyone who 
refuses to stop drinking

Assessments of the 
town have been carried 
out, and Bridgend’s cabi¬ 
net was told that there is 
a risk of continuing alco¬ 
hol-related problems - 
unless action is taken. 

A study into the prob¬ 
lems in Pencoed was 
commissioned by the 
Late Night Economy 
Strategic Steering Group, 
and evidence has also 
been obtained from 
PACT meetings about 
alcohol-related, anti¬ 
social behaviour and nui¬ 
sance. 

A report prepared by 
PC Gwyn Batten, who is 
divisional crime reduc¬ 
tion officer, found that 
there have been concerns 
from the community, 
South Wales Police and 
other agencies about the 
amount of reported crime 
and anti-social behaviour 
in Pencoed, particularly 


around the monument, 
railway crossing and rail¬ 
way station. 

Youths congregate in 
the area in the evening 
and at night and police 
are having to be 
deployed to deal with 
complaints from nearby 
residents. 

PC Batten said that 
further research has 
revealed that people in 
the area are in fear of 
crime and anti-social 
behaviour. 

An elderly woman 
told police that she trav¬ 
els by train two evenings 
a week and stands on the 
access footpath to the 
eastbound platform until 
the train arrives. 

She will not use the 
platform or the shelter 
because of the antics of 
youths who gather there.

‘SWEPT AWAY BY RIP CURRENT AND 
THROWN AGAINST THE ROCKS’ 


Lifeguards’ warning to 
surfers is proved 
right - within 24 hours 


A WARNING 
issued by Rest Bay 
lifeguards, and 
published in last 
week’s GEM, was 
proved to be only 
too accurate the 
following day when 
two surfers had to 
be rescued by 
Porthcawl RNLI in 
a dramatic inci¬ 
dent. 

The surfers, reported 
to be from the Swansea 
area, were in the water 
on Friday evening on 
August 7, and were 
being swept out to sea 
by a rip current off Rest 
Bay. 

Rest Bay lifeguards 
had previously warned 
about this, stressing that 
surfers from outside the 
area were not aware of 
the dangers, and were 
straying outside the 
marked safe area. 

In this instance, the 
lifeguards were no 
longer on duty, but plen¬ 
ty of onlookers could 
see the danger, because 
the Coastguard emer¬ 
gency centre in Swansea 
received “numerous” 
calls from mobile 
phones. 

As a result, ‘Rose of 
the Shires’ Porthcawl’s 
RNLI Atlantic 85 
lifeboat was launched at 
7pm. 

The lifeboat opera¬ 
tions manager at 
Porthcawl, Philip 
Missen said: “The 
lifeboat found one of the 
casualties in the surf and 
he was being thrown 
against the rocks. 

“He had been swept 
passed the point, was 
exhausted and had been 
carried into a small bay 
locally known as ‘Box 
Bay’. This bay is 30 
metres wide, has three 
sheer sides, and it is 
impossible to get out of 
by land. 

“The casualty was in 
a very bad way, so the 
lifeboat was brought as 
close as possible, until 
the helmsman shouted 
that they were going to 
veer back to him and it 
would take a few min¬ 
utes.” 

However, the stranded 
surfer was clearly in 
trouble. Mr Missen con¬ 
tinued:’’The casualty 
broke down and virtual¬ 
ly gave up. The helms¬ 
man then took the deci- 
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sion that there was no 
time and instructed the 
crew that he intended to 
enter the surf and drive 
the lifeboat up to the 
casualty in the bay. 

“The lifeboat was 
taken into the surf and 
smartly brought along¬ 
side the casualty. He 
was a large man and the 
three crew struggled to 
get him onboard 

“He was in a state of 
collapse, exhausted, and 
had been thrown up 
against the rocks by the 
surf many times. 

“The second casualty 
could be seen well off 
shore, the lifeboat was 
taken out to him and he 
was brought on board. 
He was well.” 


However, the crew 
were very concerned 
about the first casualty 
and an ambulance was 
requested to meet the 
lifeboat on its return to 
Porthcawl harbour. 

Philip Missen said: 
“He was in a state of 
collapse, vomiting and 
completely exhausted.” 

The lifeboat returned 
to its station, and para¬ 
medics were on the 
scene. They monitored 
the man and gave him 
oxygen on the lifeboat. 

After 10 minutes, it 
was decided that it was 
now safe to move him 
off the lifeboat and into 
an ambulance, and he 
was taken to Bridgend 
A&E.

The second casualty 
was released unharmed. 

The surfers’ blind 
spot is, in many ways 
hard to understand. The 
Rest Bay Lifeguards 
website is very clear on 
the dangers of being 
swept around the point, 
warning that surfers 
should stay over the 
golf club side of the 
bay. 

The danger area is 
also clearly marked at 
Rest Bay by prominent 
signs. 


Council now facing 
financial black hole 


BRIDGEND County Borough 
Council faces a £3.4m over¬ 
spend on its budget by the end 
of the financial year. 

That’s the warning given to the cab¬ 
inet this week by Gareth Moss, corpo¬ 
rate director of resources, who stated 
that £1.5m could be taken out of 
reserves to offset some of this sum. 

Also, an anticipated underspend on 
pay increases could see another £lm 
of the overspend offset, leaving offi¬ 
cers to find savings of about £lm 
before next April. 

He said that some posts may be 
frozen and non-essential work may be 
postponed. 

The council was due to have spent 
£223m this year, with a further £29m 
on its capital programme. The budget 
of each directorate is being monitored 
to identify savings. 

However, the cabinet was told that 
some of the projected savings put into 
this year’s budget cannot now be met. 

These include savings of £200,000 
in the looked after children’s budget. 
Indeed, there will be an overspend of 


more than £l.lm because of pressure 
for fostering placements. 

Also, anticipated savings of 
£150,000 from the closure of Troed y 
Ton residential home will not be made 
and the projected figure has now been 
slashed in half. 

There is also an overspend of 
£450,000 in home care, because of 
increased referrals to the service. 

The meals on wheels savings of 
£105,000 will also not be made - 
because the proposed changes, which 
were highly controversial and strongly 
opposed by Labour when in opposi¬ 
tion, have never been implemented. 

However, the proposed savings 
were not removed from the budget 
estimates. 

The council has also been hit by a 
fall of £340,000 in its income from car 
parking, as a result of the decision by 
ASDA to bring in free car parking in 
Bridgend. There are also increased 
costs in the waste management budget 
because of a hike in charges to use the 
MREC facility. This overspend alone 
amounts to £600,000.

THAT do 
MPs do 
during a 
13-week recess? It 
sounds like a long 
lazy holiday. 
Instead, it’s a crazy 
roller coaster of 
meetings, issues and 
events. 

The details of the 
last few days should 
help paint a picture... 

Monday started with a 
7.45am breakfast with 
the Porthcawl Rotary 
Club. Having been invit¬ 
ed to be an honorary 
member of Porthcawl 
Rotary, I plan to take 
part in as many activities 
as possible. 

Rotary has become 
part of community life 
and we tend to take the 
excellent local and inter¬ 
national work they do 
for granted. 

I am especially 
impressed by the work to 
tackle polio and raising 
funds for survival boxes 
which can be dropped 
into disaster areas with 
all of the equipment, 
tools and food for a fam¬ 
ily until aid arrives. 

We tend to think of 
organisations such as 
Rotary and the Lions as 
humanitarian organisa¬ 
tions made up of often 
retired business and pro¬ 
fessional people. 


Few are aware that 
they are considered a 
serious threat and are 
part of the Zionist plot,

Trust has highlighted the 
increased use of prison 
for young people both 
for remand (before trial) 
and for sentencing. 

Bridgend has the sec¬ 
ond highest use of custo¬ 
dial sentences in Wales, 
percentages on a par 
with inner city London 
areas and I wanted to 
find out why. 

I was impressed by 
the work being undertak¬ 
en by the team and the 
increased joined-up 
working evidenced 
between all of the part¬ 
ner agencies working in 
the criminal justice field. 

Progress has been 
made, but we are still 
locking up too many 
children in Wales and 
sending them far away 
from their families to 
serve custodial sen¬ 
tences. 

Youth crime is actual¬ 
ly low, locally, but is 
kept so because of the 
work of agencies such as 
the youth offending 
team. 


It could be lower still 
if they could find 
employers willing to 
take on some of their 
young people and offer 
skills training and work 
experience. 

Street surgeries are 
great so long as the 
weather is good! The 
week was a mixed bag 
of knocking on doors in 
rain and shine in Kenfig 
Hill, Comelly and 
Brackla. 

Basically, we knock 
on doors to explain that 
with Parliament in 
recess, this is the time to 
discuss with your MP 
any issues of concern. It 
has been an interesting 
week with a variety of 
issues raised, some of 
which were taken up 
with the police in 
Wednesday’s meeting. 

Following the merger 
of the police division 
covering the Vale and 
Bridgend, we now have 
a new Chief 
Superintendent Dave 
Dando. 


Sadly, just after taking 
up his post Dave had a 
serious accident during a 
training course and has 
yet to return to work full 
time. 

Wednesday’s meeting 
was with Acting Chief 
Superintendent Leanne 
James and Paul Murphy, 
who is the Acting 
Superintendent. 

Regular meetings with 
the local police are a 
vital part of the work of 
an MP. From meetings 
held during this week 
alone there were a range 
of issues to be discussed. 

For example, two very 
determined local women 
want to set up a support 
house for survivors of 
sexual abuse; a place 
where women could turn 
for help and strength to 
sustain them when strug¬ 
gling to cope with the 
abuse that had changed 
their life, sometimes 
years before. 

Police support and 
input into such a project 
is important. 

This idea was also 
discussed in Thursday’s 
meeting with the 
Probation Service, as 
was the issue of youth 
crime, drug and alcohol 
abuse, mental health and 
education and training 
facilities for offenders. 

We are fortunate in 
having a proactive and 
creative probation serv¬ 
ice in Wales. 


The fact that few 
know about the service 
also indicates the level 
of the work they under¬ 
take. 

A meeting with Cruse, 
which offers help and 
support to the bereaved, 
had also raised issues to 
discuss with the police 
and probation. 

Not surprisingly, the 
meeting with the youth 
offending team was also 
discussed as were the 
some of the issues raised 
during the street surger¬ 
ies. 

Recess is not a 13- 
week holiday, like teach¬ 
ers six weeks away from 
the class room it is time 
to recharge the batteries 
and to plan and prepare 
for the challenges of the 
new term. 

Instead of lesson 
plans and projects, it is 
fact-finding, talking, 
supporting, moving 
issues forward and trying 
to gain an understanding 
of the priorities and 
problems locally - which 
will influence future leg¬ 
islation, meetings with 
ministers, organisations, 
councillor and AMs, 
questions, debates, let¬ 
ters and reports of the 
months ahead. 

If you hear a knock on 
your door, it could be 
your MP, calling to ask 
you about the issues that 
are of concern and inter¬ 
est to you.

J ANE HUTT 
AM comment¬ 
ed in this news¬ 
paper last week on 
the Welsh Assembly 
Government’s com¬ 
mitment to a 
Sustainable Wales - 
a laudable commit¬ 
ment. 

But why, in that case, 
do they shy away from 
the Sustainable 
Communities Act 2007? 

The Act became law 
in England in 2007, 
although the government 
there made the rules 
such that councils have 
to request the right to 
use the Act. 

In other words, the 


Act allows councils, that 
don’t wish it to apply to 
them, to opt out by not 
opting in - if you get my 
meaning. 

So an Act was passed 
into law in England that 
the government was not 
committed to. Why? 

This Act does not 
apply in Wales, but it 
could do if we wanted it 
to. So why on earth 
don’t we want it? 

I have asked this 
question of WAG a cou¬ 
ple of times, and the 
answer has been the 
same both times -‘We 
already have these pow¬ 
ers in Wales. We don’t 
need this Act.’ 

Those statements, 
however, are untrue. The 


powers referred to by 
WAG are top-down. The 
Sustainable 

Communities Act, on the 
other hand, is bottom-up. 

WAG’s powers mean 
that central or local offi¬ 
cials make the decisions. 
The SC A is about local 
communities taking part 
in the decision-making. 

Do you see the differ¬ 
ence? It would mean that 
we are not just consulted 
about proposals, but we 
have a meaningful say in 
them. 

And, let’s be honest; 
consultation by govern¬ 
ment and councils usual¬ 
ly means them telling us 
what they intend doing - 
the decisions have 
already been made. 


Under the SCA, there 
is a legal duty on gov¬ 
ernment to “reach agree¬ 
ment”. 

There is much more 
to this, than I can 
describe in this letter, 
but I believe it has 
shown that the powers 
the SCA would give us 
do not exist in current 
Welsh legislation. 

If WAG ministers 
really intend working 
towards a Sustainable 
Wales, then they should 
give us the Sustainable 
Communities Act in 
Wales - and stop invent¬ 
ing reasons why not.

TOWN COUNCIL 


Crime is down, but 
anti-social behaviour 
is still on the rise 


MAESTEG Town council¬ 
lors have welcomed the 
new neighbourhood ser¬ 
geant, Paul Thomas, who 
was introduced by Insp 
Steve Evans. 

The meeting heard that crime 
was down for the quarter from 
April to June, compared to last 
year, but incidents of anti-social 
behaviour have increased. 

Insp Evans said that this was 
being tackled with community 
organisations in Caerau working 
together to try and bring about a 


positive outcome. Education, 
social services and the youth serv¬ 
ice are all involved. 

Police are also tackling under¬ 
age drinking in the town and offi¬ 
cers were targeting areas where 
youths are known to gather. 

He reported that an organised 
fight in Caerau between local 
youths and others from a different 
area was broken up by police and 
a number of arrests were made. 

Insp Evans said that Caerau 
had been identified by the 
Bridgend Safety Partnership as an 


ASBO hotspot. 

He said that funds have tended 
to be targeted at higher level 
crime, but there was likely to be a 
re-think about the need to also tar¬ 
get the lower level anti-social 
behaviour problems which can 
blight neighbourhoods. 

He was asked if policing levels 
will be increased in Maesteg 
Town Centre when the old Fluid 
nightclub re-opens this month, 
and he said that officers would re¬ 
focus their priorities initially and 
monitor the situation.

New 
toilets 
needed 
at the 
Welfare 
Park 

MAESTEG town 
council is looking at 
ways to provide toi¬ 
let facilities in 
Maesteg Welfare 
Park. 

Councillors were told 
that the toilets at the 
pavilion are unsuitable 
for renovation, as they 
do not comply with dis¬ 
abled requirements. 

They also heard that 
the borough council has 
no budget either to clean 
or repair these toilets, so 
the town council would 
have to consider the cost 
implications for itself if 
it decided to provide 
extra toilets. 

The borough has sug¬ 
gested that the town 
council place an alterna¬ 
tive toilet in the park and 
the costs of this are now 
being sought. 

• The council has 
agreed to pay £4,000 to 
provide four dog fouling 
bins for Garth Welfare 
Park. This includes the 
delivery and installation 
costs, plus the provision 
of signs and posts. 

The bins will be 
cleared and maintained 
by the borough council 
once they are in place. 


Council considers costs 
of local road schemes 


MAESTEG Town 
Council is to pursue 
the option of 
installing a pave¬ 
ment at the top end 
of Cemetery Road. 

The borough council 
has said that the work 
will cost £4,050 and it is 
asking for a property 
search to discover who 
owns the land the pave¬ 
ment will be constructed 
on. 

The pavement will 
link the top of Cemetery 
Road with Crown Road, 
and members heard that 
since the new school has 
opened, lots of children 
are walking this way. 

There is also an 
increase in traffic, with 
cars seeking to avoid the 


traffic lights at the bot¬ 
tom of Crown Road, but 
plans to widen the road 
in Grove Street, 
Nantyffyllon, have 
stalled because of the 
high costs involved. 

The council organised 
a site meeting for high¬ 
way officers, who were 
told that there are prob¬ 
lems at the moment with 
emergency vehicles 
being unable to get 
through when cars are 
parked on both sides. 

There are grass verges 
on either side of the 
street which could be 
used to create parking 
bays. 

Town councillors 
have now heard that 
widening the road would 
cost £200 a metre, and 
constructing concrete 


parking bays would be 
£300 a metre. 

This put the costs at 
either £24,000 for 
widening the road or 
£36,000 for providing 
the parking bays - and 
that’s assuming that 
there are no services 
buried in the verges 
which will have to be 
lowered. 

The town council has 
now asked for a further 
meeting with highway 
chiefs to look again at 
what can be done. 

The cost of putting a 
pavement at Nant y 
Crynwydd has been put 
at £3,238 and this has 
been referred to the West 
Ward councillors, who 
will decide their own 
priority for their ward 
allocation of funding. 


CALLOUS THIEVES 
TARGET BRASS 
RNLI DOOR PLATE 


CALLOUS thieves 
targeted the brass 
plates fixed to the 
doors at Porthcawl 
RNLI station - and 
it appears that they 
did it merely for 
the scrap vale of 
the metal! 

It was during the 
rescue of two surfers on 
Friday evening (August 
7) that shore crew who 
assist in the launch and 
recovery discovered 
that someone had van¬ 
dalised two brass plates 
where donations are left 
to the RNLI. 

One plate was stolen, 
and the other damaged. 
It is thought that the 
thieves may have been 
disturbed while trying 
to rip it off a second 
door. 

The theft took place 


between midnight on 
Wednesday, August 5, 
and 7pm on Friday, 
August 7. 

A spokesman for the 
Porthcawl RNLI, Ian 
Stroud, said: “All the 
volunteer crew and 
shore crew are extreme¬ 
ly angry and disgusted 
that some one had 
caused such wilful dam¬ 
age and theft to their 
station property. 

“Besides the rescue 
and lifesaving duties of 
the station, they also 
carry out, with great 
pride, the day-to-day 
cleaning and mainte¬ 
nance of the lifeboat 
station. 

“To say they are 
angry is probably not a 
strong enough descrip¬ 
tion of their feelings”.

Two trapped 
in Maesteg 
lift incident 


STAFF at 
Maesteg’s Town 
Council offices, and 
volunteers working 
with the Citizens 


Advice Bureau, 
which rents the first ment.

This follows an inci¬ 
dent in which the lift got 
stuck between the base¬ 
ment and the ground 
floor - trapping deputy 
town clerk Margaret 
Buckley and a member 
of the public attending 
the bureau. 

“It was only the sec¬ 
ond time I had used it 
and nobody was very 
familiar with how things 
worked,” said Mrs 
Buckley. 

“We rang the alarm 
bell, but it could not be 


heard in the clerk’s 
office. However, the 
clerk, Joan Fielding, 
heard us shouting and 
the fire brigade were 
called to wind the lift 
back down to the base- 


Paramedics were 
called as a precaution, 
but there were no prob¬ 
lems. 

As a result of this 
incident, training has 
now been undertaken for 
everyone who will be 
using the lift and the 
alarm has been extended 
into the clerk’s office. 

It also rings in the 
CAB office. 

Procedures have also 
been laid down by the 
town council, which 
mean that the lift cannot 
be used when there is 
only one person in the 
building. 

The lift is now back in 
operation. 


Remembering farm that 
gave Maesteg its name 


A PLAQUE has 
been unveiled in 
Maesteg at the site 
of the old farm 
which gave the 
town its name. 

It was the granting of 
a lease of land at 
Maesteg Uchaf Farm in 
1826 which enabled the 
town’s first industrial 
development - the set¬ 
ting up of the Maesteg 
Ironworks in 1827. 

The Dyffryn Llynfi to 
Porthcawl horse drawn 
tramroad followed next 
year to transport the iron 


down to the newly-con¬ 
structed harbour in 
Porthcawl. 

Until this point, there 
was no town of Maesteg 
- just farms and cottages 
and the only settlement 
in the valley was at 
Llangynwyd ,with a few 
houses in the hamlet at 
Cwmdu. 

Maesteg Historical 
Society has placed the 
plaque on the back wall 
of a garage behind the 


The ironworks were 
developed on land at 
South Parade, where the 
cottages were built to 
house the workers. 

The town’s second 
ironworks opened in 
1839, at the site now 
occupied by the Sports 
Centre, which is located 
in the old blast engine 
house. 

The remains of one of 
the blast furnaces stand 
next door and it is to be

Teenage soldiers sent 
like lambs to slaughter" 



A S a member of 
The Commons 
Defence 
Committee, 

Madeleine Moon MP 
should, in my view, 
bring before the com¬ 
mittee the outrageous 
number of 18-year-old 
soldiers being killed 
in Afghanistan. 

Recently, a cortege of 
eight coffins passed 
through the town of 
Wootton Basset, three of 
them with the bodies of 
18-year-olds. 

Incredibly, some of 
these youngsters are 
being sent to 
Afghanistan after just 
basic training. 

They’ve had no expe¬ 
rience of the Army and 
are being posted direct 
to the front. It is clear 
that some of these boys

are joining the army at 
17, as one young soldier 
killed last week had just 
had his 18th birthday. 

This is nothing short 
of a national scandal. 

During the Second 
World War, conscripts 
had to reach 18 before 
call up, and would not 
be sent overseas until 
they had gained appro¬ 
priate military experi¬ 
ence in the UK, some¬ 
times a year or more. 

I believe soldiers 
should not be allowed to 
join the Regular Army 
until after their 18th 
birthday, and should 
serve for at least a year 
before being considered 
for active service over¬ 
seas. 


I hope members of the 
Royal British Legion in 
Porthcawl and Bridgend 
take note of my com¬ 
ments and make a suit¬ 
able approach to 
Madeleine Moon, MP. 

Those of us veterans 
of the 1939-45 war, now 
in our 80s, should reflect 
that the Almighty has 
given us a further 64 
years of life since 1945. 

These 18-year-old 
casualties of the Afghan 
war have been denied a 
life - not even an army 
life - as they are sent 
like lambs to the slaugh¬ 
ter. 

My comments also 
apply, of course, to the 
newly-formed charity, 
the Bridgend and County 
Borough Veterans 
Association.

These problems have 
been raised at many 
PACT meetings. 


Public transport is 
also being affected, as 
the buses and coaches 
are having difficulties 
operating safely into and 
out of the bus station, 
due to the illegally- 
parked vehicles around 
the town hall and 
Church Street. 

I have seen long 
queues of traffic, both 
ends of the town, trying 
to get through - just 
because vehicles are 
double parked. 

Our town, in my opin¬ 
ion, is already lacking in 
numbers of police offi¬ 
cers - but I hope they 
will take up the duty of 
traffic warden, as there 
is a real need for a war¬ 
den in Maesteg. 

We do not want to 
lose the one we have at 
the end of the month. 

As a member of the 
management team at the 
Court House 11-25 proj¬ 


ect, the local police have 
stated that they have 
seen a 50 per cent reduc¬ 
tion in anti-social behav¬ 
iour by teenagers in 
Maesteg, since the age 
was dropped from 16-25 
to 11-25. 

I hope, for the good 
of our community - and 
to preserve the freedom 
of passageway on the 
public highway to pre¬ 
vent accidents, and to 
keep the flow of traffic, 
that police will follow 
our lead, and reduce the 
illegally-parked vehicles. 

I would also like to 
thank the traffic warden 
for his commitment to 
Maesteg. 

There is free car 
parking in Maesteg, and 
I ask anyone travelling 
into our town, to please 
use the free car park.

Letters I Education for all children 
extra | should be the top priority 


I N response to 
Mr Alex 
Williams’ letter 
to The GEM, I 
must stress that as 
the local represen¬ 
tative and a school 
governor, my prior¬ 
ities are the same; 
the best educational 
opportunities for all 
children. 

I feel I must set the 
record straight regard¬ 
ing his statements. 

Firstly, on July 11, he 
emailed me saying he 
was “angered to hear 
that Heol-y-Cyw 
Primary had been ear¬ 
marked for closure”, 
stating: “I am vehe¬ 


mently opposed to this 
and am leading a cam¬ 
paign and petition to 
stop the planned clo¬ 
sure”. 

He invited me to join 
him, but I advised him 
to consult with the 
headteacher and gover¬ 
nors to ascertain the 
facts. 

On July 13, in his 
email, he said it was “a 
resident-led initiative”. 

On July 23, he called 
it “merely a collection 
of signatures”, “not a 
fully-fledged campaign 
in any way” and “a 
grass roots initiative” 
that he “happened to be 
co-ordinating”. 

Mr Williams was try¬ 
ing to shift the empha¬ 


sis to members of the 
public, while denigrat¬ 
ing them in the process. 

Having advised him 
to consult with the 
headteacher and gover¬ 
nors to ascertain the 
facts, he later stated that 
he “wrote to the head 
on Saturday, July 11”. 

The petition was 
clearly already under¬ 
way, as he claimed on 
July 12 to have collect¬ 
ed signatures in great 
number. 

The headteacher 
received his letter later 
that week, after he had 
already campaigned 
around the village on 
July 15. 

My belief that 
rumours and specula¬ 


tion are damaging is 
evidenced by the num¬ 
ber of children having 
already been removed 
from the school amid 
such rumours. 

Had Mr Williams 
been present at our 
meeting with the par¬ 
ents, he would have 
understood that these 
rumours and the cam¬ 
paign were compound¬ 
ing their fears. 

Also, had he been 
there, or better still, 
consulted with the 
school before embark¬ 
ing on his action, he 
could have realised that, 
far from being “content 
to see the school close”, 
the LEA, governors and 
parents are all working 
hard to maintain the 
school and its standards 
while trying to find 


ways of addressing the 
children’s needs. 

Our reactions to his 
campaign are a measure 
of how fiercely we want 
to protect the school 
from further damage. 

The best interests of 
the children will be 
achieved through the 
consultative procedures 
with the school and 
cohesive working with 
the professionals who 
understand the needs 
and difficulties of deliv¬ 
ering the new 21st 
Century curriculum; not 
by developing unneces¬ 
sary fears and anxieties 
within parents.

She reported that 
youngsters go onto the 
railway line by going 
under the gates as they 
close when a train is 
coming - regardless of 
the fatal accident which 
recently occurred there.

A resident of Llwyn 
Gwem said that youths 
congregate in an area 
known as ‘the tunnel’ 
under the M4 which is 
located across the field 
from his house. They 
arrive with bags of 
booze and damaged 
fencing to use as fire¬ 
wood. 

Youngsters have told 
police that they gather at 
the monument before 
going on to areas like 
the tunnel, where fires 
are lit and drinking and 
drug abuse take place. 

Most of the youths are 
from Pencoed, Brynna 
and Llanharan, and some 
come on the train. 

They travel free as 
they are never asked for 
tickets. 

They have said that 
they hang around the 
railway station as there 
are no staff present. 

They also stated that 
drinks are stolen from 
local off-licences when 
staff are being distracted. 
They claim that there are 
no police around in the

Valleys to Coast 
Housing will develop 
the facility with the 
council and will run it. 

Extra Care differs 
substantially from shel- 


early evening. They usu¬ 
ally go home by train at 
10pm - which is when 
the police arrive. 

Pencoed has 10,000 
residents and the focal 
point is The Square, 
where there are shops, 
public houses, banks and 
a bus shelter. 

There are three public 
houses in this area and 
four off-licences. 

An analysis of the 
crime figures reveals 
that while the overall 
number of crimes in the 
town centre has fallen 
from 57 in 2006 to 38 in 
2008, incidents of anti¬ 
social behaviour have 
increased over this peri¬

The hot spot for this 
behaviour is around the 
monument - as with 
crime. 

Police have discov¬ 
ered a strong link

PC Batten said that 
the second problem area 
is ‘the tunnel’, and prob¬ 
lems have been experi¬ 
enced on the route 
between the town centre 
and the tunnel.

New Brackla school 


will open doors to 
more community use 


THE go-ahead has 
been given for the 
replacement school 
for Archbishop 
McGrath RC 
Comprehensive to 
be built on land at 
Brackla. 

Bridgend planners 
have given the green 
light for the scheme on 
land off Whitehorn 
Drive. The application 
has been submitted by 
the Archdiocese of 
Cardiff. 

The land is in the cen¬ 
tre of Brackla and lies 
between the Triangle 
shopping centre and 
playing fields used by 
the community. 

Objections were 
received from some resi¬ 
dents on the grounds of 
increased traffic and 
congestion in the area, 


plus issues to do with 
noise, litter and the loss 
of an open space used by 
the community. 

Some residents also 
felt that the school was 
not for the children of 
Brackla, as pupils would 
be drawn from all over 
the borough. 

There was also con¬ 
cern about the loss of the 
sports pavilion, which 
was only built last year 
and the impact on 
Brackla Junior Football 
Club. 

However, some of 
these objections have 
been overruled. 

The development con¬ 
trol committee heard that 
there would be no loss of 
playing fields, as they 
would be enhanced by 
the plan. 

The scheme includes 
extra pitches and playing 


fields for public use, 
over and above those 
already there. 

Facilities include two 
grassed pitches, an ath¬ 
letics track, multi use 
games area and an all- 
weather pitch plus 
changing facilities.

The school’s main 
hall, the sports hall and 
activity studio will all be 
available for community 
use. 

Consent has been 
granted, subject to a 
number of conditions. 


Councillors back 
counsellors’ move 


THE Porthcawl 
Counselling Service 
is moving into new 
offices a few doors 
away from its pres¬ 
ent base. 

The service has been 
based in the Porthcawl 
Town Council offices at 
Victoria Avenue, but per¬ 
mission has now been 
given to move into 14, 
Victoria Avenue. 
Bridgend planners have 
granted consent for a 
change of use from resi¬ 
dential to office at that 
address. 

Only internal alter¬ 
ations will take place to 


create a base for the 
service, and there will be 
no exterior changes. 

Residents in the street 
objected because there is 
no off-street parking for 
either staff or clients. 
However, planning offi¬ 
cer Dave Llewelyn said 
that the new offices were 
in the same street. 

In planning terms, it is 
regarded as an estab¬ 
lished use in the area. 
Although there would be 
no parking provision, the 
site is close to bus stops 
and to a council car 
park. 

He said that the serv¬ 
ice was highly popular 


and has a long waiting 
list of clients, which is 
why they need extra 
space. 

The centre will oper¬ 
ate until 9pm Mondays 
to Fridays despite a rec¬ 
ommendation from offi¬ 
cers that it should close 
at 7.30pm because of the 
residential nature of the 
street. 

However, there were 
protests, led by some 
Porthcawl councillors, 
who argued that the 
work being done is 
invaluable, and the extra 
time in the evenings is 
needed.

H aving 

come from 
nowhere 
with a turn that 
defined the term 
‘intensity’ in the 
gore-splattered 300, 
Gerard Butler soon 
threw away his cool 
points with the 
intensely rubbish 
PS I Love You, a 
schmaltzy concoc¬ 
tion that did noth¬ 
ing to enhance 
Butler’s star poten¬ 
tial. 

Having redeemed 
himself with a turn in 
Guy Richie’s 
Rockn’Rolla, Butler 
again goes for a stroll 
down the romantic com¬ 
edy path with The Ugly 
Truth. 

Butler plays Mike, a 
morning TV correspon¬ 
dent hired to boost flag¬ 
ging ratings. He immedi¬ 
ately forms a love/hate 


relationship with his pro¬ 
ducer Abby (Katherine 
Heigl), but she soon 
comes running for his 
advice when she begins 
dating a doctor. 

However, as Mike lets 
her in on the ugly truth 
about relationships, and 
what she has to do to 
keep him interested, 
their relationship takes a 
(wholly expected) turn... 

I don’t think it’s too 
much to ask from a film 
like The Ugly Truth to 
be vaguely entertaining 
to both genders. 

The pre-promotion for 
the film made it appear 
to be a sparky and witty 
battle-of-the-sexes com¬ 
edy that would appeal to 
both genders. The fin¬ 
ished product, however, 
would barely appeal to a 
lobotomised chim¬ 
panzee, let alone men or 
women; it is, instead, an 
affront to notions of 
feminism and, at a more 
basic level, just a plainly 
awful film.

Supposedly it’s a 
comedy for women writ¬ 
ten by women, three of 
them in fact. Yet even 
my profoundly male 
senses tell me that the 
women who wrote this 
film can’t be overly 
keen on their gender sis¬ 
ters, such is the mis¬ 
guided sensibility that 
pervades every second 
of this 96-minute (but 
feeling about three hours who at least looks like 
long) abomination. 

Its attempts at edgy 
humour by and large fall 
completely flat, falling 
into the trap either of 
being not funny, or so 
blatantly telegraphed 
that you can see the 
punchline coming a mile 
off. 


to get men interested are 
exactly what she needs 
to follow to snare her 
man. 

So, as strong and 
independent as she 
appears to be, she’s 
actually a woman who 
feels the need to play up 
to the supposed image 
of what men want rather 
than be herself - with a 
character like that, it’s 
no surprise the film 
plays as poorly as it 
does. 

It doesn’t help that 
the character of Abby is 
played by Katherine 
Heigl, an actress who 
supposedly has the gold¬ 
en touch to be the next 
Julia Roberts, yet strikes 
me as being a far colder 
and less likeable per¬ 
former. 

Given that she pro¬ 
duced this mess as well, 
she deserves double the 
criticism afforded to her, 
her performance here 
failing to engage at all. 

She shares zero 
chemistry with Butler, 


who fails to conjure 
anything interesting out 
of this woeful piece of 
work. 

Like most films of 
this genre, its direction 
is anonymous and lack¬ 
ing in any real flourishes 
- and much like this 
film in particular, it’s 
flat, dull and thoroughly 
predictable. 

VERDICT - The 
Ugly Truth is just that - 
an ugly mess of a film 
that only sees Gerard 
Butler emerge with any 
real credit, and the rest 
involved come out look¬ 
ing far less credible than 
they did going in. 

Dubious sexual poli¬ 
tics aside, there is little 
that is either romantic or 
comedic in this disaster 
of a film. Avoid at all 
costs. 


It also suffers from a 
lack of sympathetic 
characters on which the 
audience are supposed 
to invest in. 

Considering the lead 
character of Abby is a 
successful television 
producer, capable of 
handling various crises, 
you would think she 
would be a rational per¬ 
son outside of work; but 
oh no, instead she is a 
neurotic crazy woman 
who runs background 
checks on her blind 
dates and makes a list of 
conversational topics - 
and then tells her date. 
So far, a character that 
not only defies belief, 
but one that is thorough¬ 
ly unrealistic. 

When the character of 
Mike breezes in, not 
only does she dislike 
him immensely, but then 
decides that his unrecon¬ 
structed views on how 


he’s enjoying himself in 
the role of the alpha 
male who knows all the 
answers. 

The charismatic 
Butler is easily the best 
thing here (along with 
John Michael Higgins 
and Cheryl Hines as a 
husband and wife pre¬ 
senting duo) and gives 
as good a turn as the 
material affords him. 

Sadly, it’s all too per¬ 
functory a performance, 
the interesting elements 
to it, such as the rela¬ 
tionship with his 
nephew and the reason 
why he is so against the 
concept of love, get 
squandered by the writ¬ 
ers, whose only concern 
is to follow the tradi¬ 
tional romantic comedy 
staples and conventions. 

The film is mundane¬ 
ly directed by Robert 
Luketic, veteran of vari¬ 
ous films of this ilk, and

H aving 

been 

involved in 
the Vale Show 
since I was a young 
boy at the tender 
age of six, when it 
was held on the

The show has changed 
so much since those 
early days - it is very 
much larger, more 
involved, and definitely 
more regulated! 

We never thought that 
the weather could con¬ 
spire so much against us, 
as in the rain of the last 
two years. 

However, I can 
remember one incident 
in particular...the year 
that David Thomas, of 
Pentre Meurig, was pres¬ 
ident, in 1979. 

Held in Penllyn Castle 
grounds, I can clearly

remember, 24 hours 
before the show started, 
the devastating effect of 
the gale - which was 
instrumental in not only 
blowing away every tent, 
and anything that was 
possible to move, but 
had previously caused 
such tragedy as the 
Fastnet Race. 

By 2pm on the 
Tuesday, the day before, 
a decision was made to 
carry on with the show, 
for the winds had 
dropped and left most of 
the tentage decorating 
the trees around Penllyn 
Castle! 

So, with the unbeliev¬ 
able enthusiasm of the 
show committee, and its 
ever-present helpers, 
work started to put the 
show back on the road. 

Main ring activities 
were the first to be 
approved, with the hiring 
of a secretary’s office; 
the home produce went 
into the late Peter 
Llewellyn’s potato shed, 



subject of course, to the 
ladies sweeping it out! 

The dog show was 
moved to one of the 
Penllyn Estates’ build¬ 
ings, in the village of 
Penllyn - and new road 
signs erected according¬ 
ly; trade stands being 
positioned, being careful 
to avoid the metal tent 
pegs where the tents had 
been! 

Everybody got to bed 
tired, but looking for¬ 
ward with some pride to 
the morning. 

By 8am on the show 
morning, exhibitors were 
arriving, the tentage con¬

Farmers face a dilemma 
over methane emissions 


ARMERS 
have been told 
to get smart 
and find new ways 
of tackling the 
problem of methane 
gas emission from 
their herds. 

The CLA president 
Henry Aubrey Fletcher 
said recently that “smart 
action is needed to fulfil 
the demands of climate 
change reduction on our 
farms, and protect our 
cherished landscape.” 

However, he said it 
wasn’t practical to fur¬ 
ther reduce livestock 
numbers to cut methane 
emissions. 

He said: “We have to 
be smart about cutting 
back on methane with¬ 
out reducing livestock 
numbers. 

“ There is a legal 
requirement for all 
greenhouse gasses to be 
reduced by 80 per cent 
by 2050, and we pro¬ 
duce seven per cent in 
farming, of which only 
one per cent is carbon 
dioxide-based. 

“We produce much 
more methane and 
nitrous oxide, and

methane is 20 times 
more polluting than car¬ 
bon-dioxide, but we 
can’t grow crops with¬ 
out nitrogen and you 
can’t have the landscape 
without livestock. 

“There has been a 
reduction in livestock 
numbers, and there is a 
real danger of land 
abandonment if stock 
numbers are reduced 
too far.” 

He said that farmers 
have to be smart. 

“There are technical 
solutions in terms of 
greater efficiency, such 
as improving the dry 
cow period in the dairy 


sector. 

“There is also a lot of 
progress in terms of 
reducing methane 
through diet changes 
and improved breeding. 

“Wales is rightly 
proud of its fantastic 
landscape that plays 
host to thousands of 
tourists every year. 

“The loss of grazing 
livestock would lead to 
the loss of much of this 
landscape. 

“That would be dis¬ 
astrous for the people of 
Wales and the rural 
economy,” Mr Fletcher 
emphasised.

LOCAL YOUNG ATHLETES ARE IN GOOD 
FORM AT BRECON JUNIOR CUP FINAL

WITH three Vale teams qualifying for the four 
Cardiff & the Vale District places at the 
NASUWT Cymru Welsh Schools under-14 
(years-7 and 8) and under-16 (year-9 and 10) Cup 
Final in Brecon, hopes were high for possible suc¬ 
cess. 

For the secondary schools in Wales, this is the 
highlight of the summer term with eight teams, one 
from each of the districts, competing in each of the 
four sections. 

It was first held in 1988 and, in its 21 stagings, 
Vale schools have won on 10 occasions. The most 
recent success came in 2007 when Bro Morgannwg 
created history by winning three of the four sections 
- both under-14 competitions and the under-16 girls. 

To win at this fixture, it helps if you have out¬ 
standing individuals, but it is also possible to win by 
placing team members consistently in the top three 
places. Sadly, all three Vale squads lacked that con¬ 
sistency. 

In the under-16 boys’ competition, Bro 
Morgannwg had two individual winners - the much- 
improved James Glaves in the 80 metres hurdles and 
Sam Norman in the shot. 

However, the lack of quality sprinters left the 
door open for old rivals Ysgol Gyfun Cwm Rhymni, 
and the valleys school made the most of the oppor¬ 
tunity to take its 10th title at this fixture, with a win¬ 
ning margin of 12 points. 

That second place for Bro Morgannwg was fol¬ 
lowed by a similar position for the inexperienced 
Llantwit under-14 girls’ team, all of whom were 
making their debut at the competition though, for a 
number of the middle distance girls, the surround¬ 
ings were familiar as they won the cross-country cup 
at the same venue in November 2007. 

Llantwit also had two individual winners - 
Cardiff & the Vale Schools under-15 champion Lucy 
Tarrant taking the 800, and Megan Osborne heading 
the 1,500 field - but weaknesses in the sprints and 
jumps proved to be the turning point, with the girls 
from Tre-Gib in Dyfed producing a high quality 
effort to claim the Llandeilo school’s first-ever win 
at this competition. 

With star sprinter/long jumper Shanelle Edwards 
not able to compete, Bro Morgannwg had to field a 
much changed under-16 girls’ team and, with lady 
luck not smiling on them on the day, they struggled. 

Year-9 sprinter Maisie Matthews was the top per¬ 
former, finishing second in the 200 metres, as the 
school finished seventh on 37 points behind the total 
of 60, which proved enough for Porthcawl to emu¬ 
late Tre-Gib and claim a first-ever Cup victory. 

At this fixture, there are team trophies for the win¬ 
ners but no place medals. Instead, all the athletes 
returned home with a participation medal, and both 
NASUWT Cymru and the Welsh Schools Athletic 
Association hope that a combination of good weath¬ 


er and a wonderful competition will inspire all the 
pupils who took part to look ahead to next year and, 
hopefully, run faster, leap higher and jump further in 
the 2010 competitions.

PORTHCAWL- 
BASED runner 
Simon Jones, who 
has scooped two 
wins in the Cardiff 
half marathon, will 
be hoping to claim 
the title for a third 
time this year. 

He ran last year’s 
marathon in just over 
one hour and seven min¬ 
utes for his second win. 
Now the 25-year-old 
runner has ambitions to 
make that a hat trick and 
capture the first Welsh 
half marathon champi¬ 
onship title as well. It is 
the first year that the 
race has Welsh champi¬ 
onship status. 

Simon believes the 
Cardiff half marathon is 
poised to become one of 
major City races in the 
UK and he says that is 
good news for Wales.
